Monty and Gene, This is the antenna I tested in April. We have a couple of 
their models at work. They are center loaded vertical dipoles with hat 


loading by cross bars on end. Only 11 feet 11 inches high, they have more 
length electrically with those bars, and they do advertise greater than 90 
per cent efficiency, (Force 12 Website), and I believe them, by testing. 
They use high Q open wound coils, one for each band, to maintain efficiency 
and lowest losses. 


They did a really good service to the antennas challenged ham community, and 
their disguise antenna is a Sigma V with a TV antenna on top end, which 
improves the loading hat. 


One of our test sites on the East Coast was using one, and picked up our 
Flex antenna equipped boat on Lake Travis running 5 watts Pactor! 


In another test, the Sigma equipped Pactor stations maintained 
communications when VHF circuits could not over a long ground wave path.

Ed, 

Here is my take. In the first days of the G5RV, it was often made with a 
wide spaced ladder line, home built, I bet. It is not clear from his 
original paper what the line, was but surely not today's 450 ohm ladder 
line! 


It is doubtful then, that the "make up section" as it was called really 
worked the way it was portrayed in numerous reviews. 


The lowest loss feed is parallel line all the way to the shack. As you 
note, G5 RV's don't work particularly well on 30m nor 15m in my case. 


I have for some time thought about adding a dipole in parallel for each 
"problem" band, and then seeing how that would play! You would simply make 
a fan dipole, one for 30m and one for 15m. Should work just fine, except 
perhaps there would be some effect on 15m from the 40m parallel G5RV part. 
But, you could easily add such wire now, and include one for 5 MHz band as 
well. Then, if it does anything adverse, (to your regular G5RV bands,) 
simply have the antenna on a pulley, lower the feedpoint, and cut off the 
offending dipole. If you do not want to spend a lot of money, use hook up 
wire for a test model. This saves you the weight of the balun, and the wind 
effects it can cause.

Karl - The old Tektronix scopes are good buys and very reliable. If you find 
one in working shape it will continue to work for a long time. I bought a 
585, 85 MHz scope for $12 five years ago and it is still going strong. This 
was an early 60s scope and has tubes, transistors, and a Nuvistor front end. 
Solid construction. W7NI still sells the parts. 


It is heavy and big, and heats the shack in the winter. I open the windows 


when I use it in the summer. Similar models are the 545 and 547 with 50 MHz 
bandwidth. If you can get these cheap (say less than $50) and you have the 
room, they are good buys. And they are big enough so that you can work all 
the knobs and buttons without hitting something you don't want to. 


There are lots of good buys in used test equipment from big names like HP, 
Fluke, Beckman, and Keithley that is 2 or 3 generations or more old, say 
from the late 70s or early 80s. This stuff is solid state. With the kind of 
use we give it, and the kind of use that it was designed for, these will 
last a lifetime. The price one pays is large size, some increased power 
dissipation, some limited functionality and simple displays. 


The right old Tek scope at a cheap price is a good value.

>I have been looking at all the kit and hombrew receivers i can and have 
>noticed two predominant IF frequencies, 4.915 MHz and 9.000 MHz. So 
>then what are the trade offs between them? WHy one over the other. 


First reason: 
There are no BC station around 4.915, so you can build a receiver without 
any IF problems. 


Second reason: 

If you have a 9.000 MHz crystal, so it is good. The frequence is close 
enough to 9 MHz and the frequence can only change between 9.000000 Hz and 
9.000999 Hz (1000 Hz). If you have only a 9.0 MHz crystal, the frequence 
can be in the range of 9.000000 Hz and 9.099999 Hz (100000 kHz). If you 
want i.e. 4 crystals for an IF filter, you must buy a lot of it and select 
the right ones. Now a 4.9152 crystal can be only in the range of 4.915200 
Hz and 4.915299 Hz. Fine, only 100 Hz! Close enough for IF filters without 


any selection. 


Third reason: 

The classic amateur radio bands are starting by X.000 MHz, so it can bea 
problem at the lower end of the bands with an IF of 9 MHz and a VFO close 
to X.00 MHz (birdies).

They are frequently down totally, rejecting all 
mail, and/or typical users of those services go over quota, thus causing a 
rejection. Lately, more mail is rejected from those three than is accepted.

This is not ham related but electronics -- I thought maybe the list members 
can give me some pointers. I am powering a stepper motor driver which needs 
24 VDC and also 5 VDC (+/- 5%) @ 100 milliamps. My power supply only has a 
24 VDC output, so somehow I need to come up with a simple 5V source. Now, I 
know I can drive a 7805 directly from the 24 volt supply, but it will 
generate a lot of heat. I was told I would need a large heat sink and 
possibly some airflow to make it work. 


The 7805 data sheet suggests putting a resistor in series with the input 
side of the 7805, but it does not suggest any values. 


Does anyone have any clever ideas on how I can do this or can suggest 
starting values for the resistor?

Hi Karl, 


Yes, actually the LO in the FT-817 is kinda neat. Don't have the 
schematic in front of me this second, but I remember it uses one of the 
Analog Devices DDS's (I think an AD9850) and a PLL chip to set the 
frequency. I imagine that the PLL is used to clean up any unwanted spurs 
from the DDS output. Mine is pretty much right on frequency after I 
incorporated the TCXO which is the ref frequency for the system. I did 
notice a bit of drift with the stock oscillator board, but not terrible. 
Also, when the FT-817 came out, they had a bad run of oscillator boards 
that were off frequency. There was a fix to this, you had to replace one 
of the caps and re-align it. The only alignment for the FT-817 
(according to the techs at Yaesu) is getting the oscillator on 
frequency. You may give them a call if yours is off.
